Union under fire in 
refuse drivers’ row 


BARKING and Dagenham 
Council has reached agreement 
with two of the three trade unions 
involved in a dispute over refuse 
drivers’ overtime after three days 
of talks. 

The settlement involves a reduc¬ 
tion in overtime from 30 minutes 
to 15 and a one-off goodwill pay¬ 
ment of £500 net for the average 
driver. 

The start date for implementa¬ 
tion has been put back from July 
until November as part of the deal. 

There was also an assurance 
from the council that the refuse 
drivers’ terms and conditions 
would not be looked at again over 


the two-year life of the budget. 

Deputy leader of the council and 
cabinet member for finance, Cllr 
Dominic Twomey, praised all 
sides involved in the negotiations. 

He said: “The talks with Unison 
and Unite were constructive, with 
both sides having to give a little.” 

But Cllr Twomey was critical of 
the third union and accused them 
of looking to secure a deal that 
was unrealistic. 

He said: “The GMB wants a 
£5,000 one-off payment for each 
driver plus 20 minutes’ overtime, 
which is clearly irresponsible at a 
time when we have to make sig¬ 
nificant savings and is not in the 


best interest of our residents. 

“It would cost the council 
£690,000 in one-off payments 
alone when we have to make 
£39million savings over the next 
two years. 

“There is no way we will let the 
GMB hold us or our residents to 
ransom. That £690,000 is the 
same as funding two big children’s 
centres and all our satellite centres 
or one of our flagship libraries - 
Dagenham or Barking Learning 
Centre - or two of our smaller 
ones.” 

The GMB union claims its 
members stand to lose £l,000-a- 
year.

CRIMINAL: Reported vehicle thefts 
in Britain are the lowest for 10 years 


Vehicle theft driven down 


By Chris Russon 


VEHICLE thefts in Britain have fallen to the 
lowest level in the past 10 years, according 
to figures released by the Office for National 
Statistics. 

Last year, 69,547 vehicles were reported 
stolen in England and Wales, a drop of 1.2 
per cent compared with 2013, and a fall of 
70 per cent when compared to the 231,323 
vehicles taken in 2004. 

With more than 36million vehicles on the 
country’s roads the latest figures represent a 
theft rate of just 0.2 per cent. 

Motor industry trade body, the Society for 


Motor Manufacturers and Traders, said that 
the huge drop was down to the introduction 
of better car security measures such as 
immobilisers and the use of tracking sys¬ 
tems. 

Mike Hawes, SMMT chief executive, said: 
“Thanks to significant investments by car 
manufacturers in the latest security systems, 
vehicle thefts across England and Wales are 
at the lowest levels for decades. 

“We are, however, calling for better track¬ 
ing of how different vehicles are stolen so 
that we have an accurate understanding of 
how criminals are operating and can develop 
future technology to eradicate vehicle crime.”

FABIO Liverani’s Leyton Orient 
can look forward to trips to League 
Two footballing outposts such as 
Accrington Stanley and Carlisle 
next season after suffering relega¬ 
tion heartbreak following a draw at 
10-man Swindon Town on Sunday.

James then stepped up but Belford 
guessed right and pulled off a fine 
22nd minute low save to frustrate 
the thousand-plus travelling Orient 
support. 

Now enjoying numerical superior¬ 
ity, the O’s dominated and finally 
edged ahead five minutes from the 
break when Cox dispossessed 
Raphael Rossi-Branco and fired 
home from 10 yards.

We got off to a 
poor start - and it has affected cer¬ 
tain people and we have never been 
able to recover. We’ve been on the 
back foot for periods of the season 
and we have been unable to deal 
with certain teams.”

A WORLD Taekwondo Championship 
medal is the only thing missing from 
Lutalo Muhammad’s CV, and the 
Walthamstow ace is adamant the time is 
now right to rectify that. 

Muhammad has been selected as 
Great Britain’s male representative in 
the 87kg category for the upcoming 
World Championships in Chelyabinsk, 
Russia, which start on May 12.

MARK Noble’s first half penalty 
earned West Ham a rare Barclays 
Premier League victory at Upton 
Park and almost certainly con¬ 
demned 10-man Burnley to Cham¬ 
pionship football next season. 

Frustrated Hammers supporters 
arrived at Upton Park hoping to see 
their charges end a four-match 
winless run which had seen them 
slip to 11th in the table.

The on-rushing Enner Valencia 
was just unable to reach Aaron 
Creswell’s cross, much to the relief 
of Clarets keeper Tom Heaton who 
was left exposed by the static Burn¬ 
ley backline. 

The home side continued to probe. 
Kevin Nolan was unable to direct 
goalwards after Morgan Amalfi- 
tano’s flag-kick had been knocked 
on, while at the other end Danny 
Ings was a whisker away with a crisp 
effort across Adrian’s goal. 


Soon after Ings passed up a glori¬ 
ous opportunity but headed over 
from close range. 

Just before the half-hour mark 
Michael Duff was clumsy on the 
Hammers Senegalese international 
Cheikhou Kouyate and FA Cup 
Final referee Jonathan Moss had no 
hesitation in pointing to the spot 
then perhaps harshly ordered the 
Burnley defender off.

Ings should have done better as 
Burnley looked for a foothold, hit¬ 
ting the side netting after cutting in 
from the right. 

Former Upton Park favourite 
Matthew Taylor came agonisingly 
close, Adrian turning aside his snap¬ 
shot with an outstretched foot. 

Sub Carlton Cole should have put 
the result out of Burnley’s reach, but 
his header was wayward following 
wing play from Downing. 

Then Heaton did well to scoop 
away after Cole found another hole 
in the Burnley rearguard. 

Late on, James Collins hooked 
over from close range while Jason 
Shackell headed Kouyate’s shot off 


the line as a second goal continued 
to elude West Ham. 

Afterwards, a satisfied Allardyce 
said: “The penalty is no doubt, and 
obviously that penalty for Mark 
was very important on the basis 
that the last time we had one was 
the first game of the season and he 
missed it.” 

He added: “We had 27 attempts 
at goal today, we’ve only scored 
one off the penalty, that shows you 
that we’ve been a bit lacklustre in 
front of goal.” 

On the red card for Duff, Burnley 
boss Sean Dyche said: “It’s a 
penalty, but I’m amazed it’s a send¬ 
ing off.
